Pursuant to Article 31, §13(f)(2) of the Baltimore City Code, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Estimates, the PABC may 

set the rates for any parking project. The PABC believes that a 

rate adjustment at this parking facility is warranted at this time. 

 

To bring the monthly rate charged at Baltimore Street Garage in 

line with its surrounding facilities, the PABC staff developed the 

rate adjustment recommendation submitted hereto. This rate 

adjustment was unanimously approved by the PABC Board of Directors.

BACKGROUND/EXPLANATION: 

 

The HABC owns certain land (HABC Land) abutting on both sides of 

the Street Beds and has entered into a ground lease with Orchard 

Ridge Rental V, LLC (the Developer) to construct 65 rental housing 

units comprised of 58 affordable units and seven market rate units 

(the Current Project) on the HABC Land and the Street Beds. Earlier 

phases of the project have constructed 313 units of which 278 were 

affordable and 35 were market rate. 

 

In the 1950’s, the site of the overall project, which has now been 

developed in five phases including the Current Project, was 

developed for public housing. At the time of the construction of 

the public housing, a number of Street Beds were sold by the HABC 

to the City for dedication as public roads. When the initial phase 

of the new project was developed in 2007 and 2008, certain Street 

Beds were closed but were not conveyed to the HABC because it was 

believed, based on an erroneous title report received by the City, 

that the HABC owned all of the necessary street beds. In order to 

correct the error, the City passed Sales Ordinance No. 16-694, 

approved on June 23, 2016, to sell the Street Beds to the HABC.
